Aubrey Williams, executive direc­ 
tor of the National Youth adm inis­ 
tration, said today 4,906 students in 
88 institutions in Pennsylvania were 
receiving assistance this year under 
the adm inistration’s student aid pro­ 
gram. 
The student quota for Gettysburg 
college has been set at 67. with the 
monthly allotm ent of $990 and a j 
yearly allotm ent of $8,940. 
The national total of students re- j 
ceiving assistance, he said, was ap- j 
proximately one-third less than last t 
year because of a “substantial de­ 
crease" in appropriations for the 
N Y A. under the 1937 relief appro­ 
priations act.

W ashington, M arch 28 (AP).—T he 
Treasury reduced today from 45 to 
44 cents per ounce its price for 
foreign silver. 
The reduction was the first change 
in the treasury’s price for foreign 
silver in nearly two years, and fol­ 
lowed a break of slightly m ore than 
a cent in the London silver m arket 
today because of fears th a t th e U nit­ 
ed States decision to discontinue 
purchases of Mexican silver m ight 
presage 
an 
abandonm ent 
of 
its 
stabilizing influence on world silver 
prices. 
Heretofore the world’s largest cus­ 
tom er for silver, the U nited States 
Treasury virtually has dictated the 
value of silver for more th a n two 
years. 
Officials did not explain the re ­ 
duction. 
Previously, the announcem ent of 
the decision with respect to Mexi­ 
can silver had been connected p rin­ 
cipally in speculation by observers 
with th a t country’s expropriation of 
American oil properties.

The heavy-set, black-haired Hawk 
was the first to die. He blinked as 
he stepped from the dim corridor 
into the brilliantly lighted death 
room but walked steadily to the 
chair and sat down. 
He had announced he was “ready 
to die” and silently watched the 
straps adjusted. Guards slipped the 
hood over his head. 
Executioner 
Robert Elliott stepped to the switch 
and jerked it. sending 2.000 volts 
through Hawk’s body at 12:31 a. nu 
Three minutes later, the prison phy­ 
sician announced he was dead. 
Reibaldi and 
Gregg, who could 
hear the generators roar to a cres­ 
cendo and fade away as Hawk died, 
followed quickly. 
Reibaldi. the Philadelphia “stop 
light bandit,” swaggered into the 
room between two guards, gazed 
around the chamber and called out: 
"So long, warden. 
Good luck to 
you. That's all.” 
As the mask was fixed, he at­ 
tempted to speak again and was still 
mumbling as the generators scream­ 
ed the second time at 12:36. He was 
dead three and a half minutes later. 
Gregg, sobbing spasmodically, was 
the last. With head bowed, the man 
who shot his way out of a Phil- 
adlphia department store, glumly 
watched the straps fasten^—all the 
old bravado gone. The switch was 
swung the third time, at 12:42. and 
he was dead three minutes later.

world silver price. 
They said this price, which had i 
moved up and down violently in

} cents an ounce in 1936 and 1937 ;

m ight prompt Mexico to com lien.sate 
American oil companies more quickly 
and more fully th an it m ight other­ 
wise do. 
As a basis for governm ent action 
here, the lour American oil com ­ 
panies involved already have com ­ 
plained to the S tate departm ent 
against “a m anifest denial of jus­ 
tice.” 
As in the case of oil welLs. Am eri­ 
cans have been heavy investors in 
Mexican silver mines. 
Silver, a historic battleground of 
American politics, became a prom i­ 
nent factor In the New* Deal eco­ 
nomic program in 1933. 
Seeking 
to raise farm prices and to stim u­ 
late silver mine employment, the 
Roosevelt adm inistration won Dom 
Congress authority to pay more than 
the m arket price for silver. 
In 1934, the Treasury was au th o r­
